White House defends Iraq policy amid rift over troop levels 


WASHINGTON | The White House staunchly 
defended its Iraq policy Tuesday as new ques- 
tions emerged about President Bush’s prewar 
decisions and postwar planning. 

Four weeks before Election Day, Democrat 
John Kerry pounced on the acknowledgment 
by former Iraq administrator Paul Bremer that 
the United States had “paid a big price” for 
insufficient troop levels after the invasion. 

Bush’s hand-picked Iraq chief said he raised 
concerns over troop levels within the admin- 


istration and “should have been even more 
insistent” when his advice was rejected. 
Bremer’s remarks were made during a 
speech to a conference of insurance agents last 
month, but they came to light after they were 
released Monday by conference organizers. 
Kerry said there was a “long list of mistakes” 
that the Bush administration had made in 
Iraq. “I'm glad that Paul Bremer has finally 
admitted at least two of them,” he said, refer- 
ring to troop levels and a failure to stop looting

U.S. Urges 
Rationing of 
Flu Vaccine 


WASHINGTON | Most healthy adults should 
delay or skip getting flu shots this year so 
that the elderly and others most at risk from 
influenza can get scarce supplies, U.S. health 
officials said Tuesday as they scrambled to 
manage a surprise — and record — shortage. 

British regulators abruptly shut down 
a major flu-shot supplier Tuesday, cutting 
in halfthe U.S. supply of vaccine just as flu 
season is about to begin. 

The Bush administration urged the public 
and doctors to begin voluntary rationing of 
the roughly 54 million flu shots that will be 
available this year. Health officials said vac- 
cine should be reserved for babies and tod- 
dlers ages 6 months to 23 months; people 65 
or older; anyone with a chronic condition such 
as heart or lung disease; pregnant women 
and others in high-risk groups. 

For everyone else, “take a deep breath. 
This is not an emergency,” said Dr. Julie 
Gerberding, head of the Centers for Disease 
Control and Prevention. “We don’t want peo- 
ple to rush out and look for a vaccine today.”

Volcano Vents More Steam 


Mount St. Helens may 
see weeks of small 
plumes, geologists say 


MOUNT ST. HELENS NATIONAL 
MONUMENT, WASH. | Mount St. 
Helens exhaled a spectacular roil- 
ing cloud of steam and ash Tuesday, 
sprinkling grit on a small town some 
25 miles away. 

The volcano has been venting 
steam and small amounts of ash 
daily since Friday, but Tuesday 
morning’s burst was the largest, 
producing a billowing, dark gray 
cloud that rose thousands of feet 
above the 8,364-foot-high rim of 
the crater. 

For days, scientists have been 
warning that the volcano could 
blow at any moment with enough 
force to endanger lives and property. 
But geologists said Tuesday a more 
likely scenario was weeks or months 
of smaller-scale venting, with the 
possibility lava could enlarge the 
dome within the mountain’s gap- 
ing crater.

House Vote Seeks to End Draft Rumor

Justices Weigh Car Loans 


Supreme Court case 
centers on damages 
for Va. man’s auto deal 


WASHINGTON | A Virginia man’s 
car-buying nightmare ended at 
the Supreme Court, where jus- 
tices considered Tuesday whether 
buyers are entitled to more than 
$1,000 in damages when they are 
misled about auto loans. 
Mostjustices appeared reluctant 
to allow higher damages under the 
1968 Truth in Lending Act, suggest- 
ing Congress never intended that. 
The case involves 27-year-old 


Bradley Nigh, who contends he 
was victimized by what he con- 
sidered bait-and-switch tactics of 
an Alexandria, Va., car dealership, 
Koons Buick Pontiac GMC Inc. 

At stake is more than $1 billion 
in annual damages auto dealers 
and banks say they could face in 
litigation over car loans should the 
Supreme Court side with Nigh. 

Nigh put some money down ona 
1997 Chevrolet Blazer, signed a sales 
contract and drove home the same 
day. But the Fairfax, Va., man began 
to get cold feet when the car dealer 
told him he must put down an addi- 
tional $2,000 to get a loan. 


Nigh tried to back out when the 
dealer called him back a third time 
and, Nigh claimed, threatened to 
have him arrested for theft ifhe did 
not sign yet a different contract. 

Ajury awarded Nigh damages of 
$24,192.80 at trial. It accepted his 
argument that amendments to the 
Truth in Lending Act have made it 
silent on whether a $1,000 cap on 
damages applies to loans like his. 

Tuesday’soral arguments focused 
on the meaning of the Lending Act. 
Justices grappled with whether it 
was their role to fix the statute, and 
if so, what Congress intended on 
damage caps. Hore YEN (AP)

Americans Share 
Nobel in Physics 


STOCKHOLM, SWEDEN | Americans 
David J. Gross, H. David Politzer 
and Frank Wilczek won the 2004 
Nobel Prize in physics on Tuesday 
for their explanation of the force 
that binds particles inside the atom- 
ic nucleus. 

Their work has helped science 
get closer to “a theory for every- 
thing,” the Royal Swedish Academy 
of Sciences said in awarding the 
physics prize. 

Itwasa1973 breakthrough by the 
trio — researchers at the University 
of California, Santa Barbara, the 
California Institute of Technology 
and the Massachusetts Institute of 
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Frank Wilczek, one of three U.S. 
researchers to win the Nobel Prize in 
physics, in Cambridge, Mass., Tuesday. 
Technology — that explained how 
the so-called “strong force” works. 
The force keeps quarks, the build- 
ing blocks of protons and neutrons, 
tightly bound to one another even 
though the positive electromagnet- 
ic charge of protons in the nucleus 
would break them apart. (ap) 


Mother of Soldier 
Killed in Iraq Dies 


TUCSON, ARIZ. | A 45-year-old 
American woman collapsed and 
died days after learning her son 
had been killed in Iraq. 

Results of an autopsy were not 
immediately released, but friends 
of Karen Unruh-Wahrer said she 
couldn’t stop crying over losing 
her son, Army Spc. Robert Oliver 
Unruh, 25, who was killed by enemy 
fire near Baghdad on Sept. 25. 

Several days after learning of his 
death, his mother had gone to the 
hospital complaining of chest pains. 
She was feeling better but saw her 
son’s body Saturday and collapsed 
that night in her kitchen. (ap)

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U.S., Iraqi Forces 
Raid Stronghold 


New operation in Babil 
province involves more 
than 3,000 troops 


BAGHDAD | More than 3,000 U.S. 
and Iraqi forces launched a major 
operation Tuesday against insurgent 
strongholds just south of Baghdad, 
their second mission in five days to 
wrest control from militants whose 
attacks threaten national elections 
seen as crucial to stabilizing this 
turbulent country. 

The operation in Babil province 
— an area notorious for kidnap- 
pings and ambushes and home to 
the ancient city of Babylon — fol- 
lows last week’s U.S.-Iraqi drive to 
oust insurgent forces from Samarra, 
about 60 miles north of Baghdad. 

The 24th Marine Expeditionary 
Unit and Iraqi forces went into 


action after a string of bombings 
set off clashes Tuesday between 
U.S. troops and gunmen west of 
Baghdad and in the northern city 
of Mosul, and as the discovery of 
five beheaded bodies over two days 
indicated the pace of such grisly kill- 
ings was also surging. 

The Marines and Iraqis punched 
their way across the Euphrates 
River, rounded up 160 suspects, 
seized a suspected training camp 
and took control of a major bridge, 
the U.S. command said. The bridge, 
spanning the Euphrates, is believed 
to be a favored corridor linking 
insurgent areas around Baghdad, 
Fallujah and towns farther south. 

U.S. and Iraqi forces are trying 
to curb the mounting insurgency 
in order to hold national elections 
throughout the country in January.

Iranian Missile Can Travel 1,200 Miles 


TEHRAN, IRAN | Iran said Tuesday 
its missiles now have a range of 
more than 1,200 miles, a substan- 
tial extension of their previously 
declared range. 

The old version of the country’s 
Shahab-3 missile had a range of 
810 miles, capable of reaching Israel 
and various U.S. military bases in 
the Middle East. 

“We have the power to fire mis- 
siles to a range of 2,000 kilometers” 


— about 1,250 miles, former 
President Hashemi Rafsanjani said 
Tuesday, according to the official 
Islamic Republic News Agency. 
“Experts know that a country 
that possesses this can obtain all 
subsequent stages” in missile pro- 
duction, Rafsanjani said. 
Rafsanjani, who still wields 
great power, did not elaborate, but 
appeared to be saying that Iran can 
make missiles of any range. (ap)

GROZNY, RUSSIA | Chechnya’s new 
Kremlin-backed president was 
sworn in Tuesday, taking the helm of 
this war-torn Russian region nearly 
five months after his predecessor 
was assassinated and just a month 
after a wave of terrorist attacks 
blamed on Chechen rebels. 

Maj. Gen. Alu Alkhanoy, elect- 
ed Aug. 29 in a vote critics said was 
rigged, was inaugurated in a tent 
erected inside the government com- 


plex in Grozny, the Chechen capital. 
The location was kept secret until 
shortly before the ceremony began, 
and hundreds of heavily armed secu- 
rity forces flooded —_ 
the city’s streets. 
Alkhanov’s 
installation is a key 
part of the strategy 
of Russian President 
Vladimir Putin’s 
government for 
dealing with Chechnya — by fight- 
ing rebels while promoting elections 
and other measures aimed at stabi- 
lizing a region where nearly three- 
fourths of the estimated 1 million

Government, rebels

UNITED NATIONS | The top U.N. 
envoy to Sudan said Tuesday the 
Sudanese government has failed to 
improve security for the embattled 
people in Darfur or to bring to jus- 
tice the perpetrators of atrocities 
during the 19-month conflict. 

Jan Pronk said the government 
and rebels have violated an April 
cease-fire, with the army attacking 
with gunships and the rebels often 
directing their fire at police. But he 
said there are “signs of improvement” 
on the political front. 

In an open briefing to the U.N. 
Security Council, Pronk called fora 
beefed-up African Union force with 
a greatly expanded mandate: “It can 
help to protect the people by being 
present over a wide area, by being 
seen, by acting as a deterrent.” 

Pronk reiterated that the conflict 
in Darfur, which has killed more 
than 50,000 people and forced 1.4 
million to flee, is “the worst human- 
itarian crisis of today.” 

Sudan's Arab-dominated govern- 
ment is accused of mobilizing Arab 
fighters for attacks on Darfur’s vil- 
lagers, in retaliation for uprisings in 
February 2003. Sudan denies any 
responsibility and says it has dis- 
armed some of the militiamen. (ap)

Israeli Strike Kills 
Militant Leader 


USS. vetoes measure at U.N. calling for cease-fire 


GAZA CITY, GAZA STRIP | An Israeli 
missile strike killed a leader of 
Islamic Jihad and another mem- 
ber of the violent group Tuesday, the 
sixth day ofan Israeli military offen- 
sive aimed at ending Palestinian 
rocket fire on Israeli towns. 

The army said the Islamic 
Jihad official killed in the air- 
strike — Bashir Aldabash, 40 — 
was “responsible for dozens of ter- 
rorist attacks.” 

In Washington, Secretary of 
State Colin Powell said he hoped 
the Israeli campaign in northern 
Gaza — the deadliest there in four 
years of Israeli-Palestinian fight- 
ing — would end soon. 

“The immediate problem right 


now is that Israeli built-up areas 
are being hit by rockets and [Israeli 
Prime Minister Ariel] Sharon finds 
a need to respond to that. I hope it 
does not expand,” Powell said. 
The United States later vetoed 
an Arab-backed resolution at the 
United Nations that demanded an 
end to the military operations and 
the withdrawal of Israeli forces. 
Nearly half the 72 Palestinians 
killed and 60 percent of the more 
than 400 wounded in the campaign 
were civilians, Palestinian hospi- 
tal officials said. Israeli troops have 
also demolished dozens of houses

Stadium Foes Rally Against D.C. Plan 


D.C. Council officially gets baseball legislation 


WASHINGTON | Members of the com- 
munity are lining up behind several 
D.C. Council members who want to 
cut a better deal with Major League 
Baseball. 

They made their voices heard 
Monday outside city hall, where 
inside, the council was accepting 
the legislative proposal to bring a 
team to the District, renovate RFK 


Stadium and build a new $440 mil- 
lion stadium in Southeast D.C. 

“We are opposed to you putting 
baseball and entertainment before 
our families’ survival,” said Dana 
Dixon, a member of a coalition 
called No D.C. Taxes for Baseball 
that accused Mayor Anthony A. 
Williams and council supporters 
of having misplaced priorities. 


The group has backing in the 
D.C. Council. 

“T don't think subsidizing Major 
League Baseball is the highest pri- 
ority for using our taxing author- 
ity,” said Council member Kathleen 
Patterson. 

The 13-member D.C. Council is 
being asked to approve issuance of 
$500 million in bonds that would 
be repaid over 30 years through a 
combination of rent, merchandise, 


taxes and other fees. 

Another council critic of the 
plan, David Catania, said the city 
should not invest more than $500 
million of economic development 
money in 340 seasonal, part-time, 
low-paying jobs with no benefits. 

“We are putting a $780 million 
stadium in their coffers to make 
this team more lucrative,” added 
Council member Adrian Fenty.

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135 Arrested in 
Phone Scams That 
Cost Victims SIB 


WASHINGTON | More than 135 people 
have been arrested in an investi- 
gation of global telemarketing 
scams that have victimized 5 mil- 
lion people, many of them elderly, 
Attorney General John Ashcroft 
said Tuesday. 

The schemes cost victims an 
estimated $1 billion. Among 
them: bogus lottery and sweep- 
stakes scams; fake preapproved 
credit cards; offers of nonexistent 
investments; tax evasion scams 
and so-called recovery rooms in 
which people posing as law enforc- 
ers offered to help victims recoup 
their losses for a fee. 

Thirty-five of those arrested 
were operating in foreign coun- 
tries, and more than 100 suspects 
were arrested in the United States.

ing ThunderStix. The volume level 
decreased significantly after the Red 
Sox's big fourth inning gave them an 
8-0 lead, and not even stuffed Rally 
Monkeys could spur the Angels. 

The seven runs were the most 
ever scored by the Red Sox in an 
inning in the postseason and the 
most ever allowed by the Angels.

Matter of ‘Life & Death’ 


Good Charlotte 
expands on its hit 
pop-punk format 


MUSIC | Good Charlotte gives lis- 
teners a taste of the sound of its 
first album (“The Young and the 
Restless”) on “Predictable,” the sin- 
gle from “The Chronicles of Life and 
Death” (Epic). 

But the use of a cello along with 
numerous complicated melody 
changes give the biggest hint that 
this album is not business as usual 
for the Maryland band. 


In “We Believe,” Good Charlotte 
puts out a dual message — one an 
appeal for a more peaceful political 
time and the other of one woman’s 
longing to have her son back. It is 
perhaps the strongest song on the 
album, thanks to the lyrics: “There's 
a woman crying out tonight/Her 
world has changed/She asked God 
why/Her only son has died.” It con- 
tinues: “Downtown another day for 
all the suits and ties/Another war 
to fight.” 

“Walk Away” is big pop-punk 
tune with loud guitars and even 
louder drums. It’s followed on the 


album by “S.O.S.,” a considerably 
more quiet number — almost a rock 
ballad — for this band, anyway. “I 
Just Wanna Live’ is hypnotic with 
its string-drum mix. 

The album’s real weakness is 
its opening number “Once Upon a 
Time: The Battle of Life and Death,” 
which is, as the title indicates, way 
over the top. 

The hardest part of success 
for any band is overcoming a 
smash album. Here’s hoping for 
their sake the erstwhile fan goes 


along for the musical ride.

It used to be hard 
for aseries to reach 
into the three digits 


MILESTONES | From the earliest 
days of prime-time television, 
reaching 100 installments for 
a series has proved the bench- 
mark. 

But to make it to the top of 
Mount Hundred, a series has to be 
lucky as well as good. All of the cre- 
ative pieces have to fall into place, 
or a show never gets there. 

Not that it’s necessarily such a 
rare achievement. Since the indus- 
try started keeping tabs in 1947, 
296 scripted network comedies 
and dramas have made it to at 
least the 100-episode milestone in 


broadcast prime time. (Only one 
entertainment series, the mighty 
“Gunsmoke,” kept going past 600 
episodes.) 

From “I Love Lucy” to “The 
Adventures of Ozzie & Harriet” to 
“Diagnosis Murder,’ “Dynasty, “The 
Facts of Life,” “Get Smart,’ “Happy 
Days” and “NYPD Blue,” the shows 
that have achieved TV immortality 
by meeting or exceeding triple digits 
have little in common apart from 
their sheer longevity. There is no 
formula for making it that far. 

Part of the difficulty is the 
crowded field competing for eye- 
balls: 200 channels on cable and 
satellite, not to mention DVDs, 
VCRs, video games, pay-per-view 
and the Internet. What was once 
a challenge to make it to a second

season now is a dogfight merely to 
see a second episode.

Then there are shows like 
Fox’s acclaimed “Wonderfalls” that 
are quickly canceled, despite criti- 
cal buzz, due to anemic ratings.

“Right now, we're seeing some of 
the greatest television that we ever 
have,” Mosko said. “People need to 
take a step back and realize all of 
this. We can look at what’s on TV 
and feel like a lot of what we’re 
seeing ranks with the best ever.”

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2005 Chrysler 300 
combines a nice ride 
with showy looks 


ROAD TEST | Landing arole in a50 
Cent rap video, Chrysler’s 2005 
300 sedan generated a buzz before 
it went on the market. That buzz 
— and strong sales — continue for 
Chrysler's new, showy, large, four- 
door car. 

The early-introduction 300 
had posted three straight months 
of 12,000-plus sales. The volume far 
surpasses recent sales of the 300’s 
predecessors. 

The looks of the 300, which a car 
enthusiast magazine characterized 
as a “mobster in a pinstripe,” are key 
to the 300’s appeal. 

Consumers like the way the 300 
hunkers over its big, 17- or 18-inch 
wheels in an aggressive manner. 
This can appeal to drivers who feel 
dominated on the road by sport util- 
ity vehicles and pickups. 

At times, some of the eight cylin- 
ders in this car's V8 are turned offto 
improve fuel economy by up to 20 
percent. The driver doesn’t hear or 
see the deactivation. It’s managed 
by engine controls. 

There's also a third engine avail- 
able for the 300 line. 

Riders find a surprisingly 
roomy interior in the 300. No 
other Chrysler has the lengthy, 
10-foot-long wheelbase that the 
300 has. This allows for an amaz- 
ing 40.2 inches of rear-seat legroom. 
Chrysler designers kept the 300’s 
overhangs short. 

It may take a few days to get used 


to maneuvering the 300 into park- 
ing spaces, as the car feels wide. 

The 300 uses a new rear-drive 
platform. Rear-drive handling 
characteristics are different than 
those of a front-drive car, but 
most casual drivers aren't likely 
to be bothered, except when they 
approach the limits of the car or 
experience some slippery road 
conditions. 

Electronic stability control, stan- 
dard on the 300 Touring model, can 
sense when the car is hydroplan- 
ing. The system promptly reacts 
to slow the car and head it in the 
right direction. 

Starting this fall, the 300 also is 
available with all-wheel drive. 

The ride in the 300 is exempla- 
ry. There's no bounciness or rough- 
ness. The suspension soaks up road 
bumps nicely. 

The 300’s independent front 
suspension uses an A arm and lat- 
eral and diagonal lower links with 


coil springs over shock absorbers. 
The back has a five-link, indepen- 
dent setup. 

Steering in the 300 is rack-and- 
pinion with good on-center feel, so 
a driver doesn’t need to adjust the 
steering all the time. It’s accompa- 
nied by a mainstream feel. 

The maximum passenger count 
is five. The middle person in the 
back seat of the 300 has to con- 
tend with a rather large hump in 
the floor, courtesy of the rear-drive 
setup.

In 2001, she 
appeared in a spot for Pizza Hut, 
alongside Marie Osmond, and sat 
in a hot tub for Big Red gum. 

Her promotional adventures 
continue. She nuzzles a man’s face 
in a spot for DirecTV. She tries to 
pick up aman ina park in an ad for 
USA Today, then storms off when 
the fellow won't stop reading his 
newspaper. Finally, she tells tele- 
vision viewers how everyone likes 
to get “more” in a spot for the 
Blockbuster video chain. 

Can there be too much Carmen? 


There can be too much of any celeb- 
rity — ifmarketers aren't careful. As 
an advertiser, “you are paying money 
to try to build a link between your 
brand and this person,” explained 
Jonathan Asher of New York’s 5 
Dragon Rouge, a brand con- 
sultant. “Advertisers run 
the risk they won’t get 
the association they are 
trying to get with their 


spokesperson. It will just become a 
big blur.” Further, he said, the celeb- 
rity needs to be concerned about get- 
ting overexposed. 

The same holds true for any pop- 
ular marketing concept. Creative 
directors say it isn’t unusual for an

ad-agency team to come up witha 
concept and be ready to present it 
to a client — only to see a similar 
motif appear in another campaign, 
effectively scuttling the idea. 

Ad agencies typically try to per- 
form some due diligence, but the 
process can be tough. A lot depends 
on the level of communication the 
ad agency has with a celebrity’s 
representatives.
